2, The Bharat Mitra of the 15th October says that though, as a rule, 
every man wishes well to his protector, the native 
of India has no kind feeling for the Indian police 
which is paid by the Government to protect him 
against the oppressions of the strong. The native of India looks upon the 
police with terror and suspicion. ‘The cause of this must be either that the 
Indians are a set of lawless people who cannot like the police because it is the 
duty of the police to get the lawless punished, or that the police itself delights 
in oppressing the Indians. The first hypothesis being on the face of it unaccept- 
able, the second should be regarded as indicating the true cause. Tne Indian 
police has been given too much indulgence by the authorities by not being 
adequately punished for its ill-treatment of the natives. The Indians are not 
allowed to criticise the actions of the police, The natives have therefore 
either to endure ill-treatment by the police, or to give it, in return for this 
treatment, a sound thrashing. ‘The Indian police is in fact not honest, and can, 
inthe pursuit of its own selfish interest, easily hand up an innocent man 
before a criminal tribunal. ‘lhegrowth of crime in India is due to such actions 
of the police and not to any political organization among her educated classes. 
A reform of the police administration is, therefore, badly wanted.
